As to claims 1,13 and 19 , the prior art fails to teach a method and an apparatus 
for searching a longest prefix match wherein the method and the apparatus comprise 
the steps and components as disclosed in claims 1,13 and 19, and in particular wherein 
a single search is performed by executing a plurality of search instances in parallel, 
wherein each search instance searches a different sub-range of the new search area. 

As to claims 2-12, 14-18 and 20-30 . those claims are allowed by the virtue of 
their dependency on claims 1,13 and 19 respectively.
